With a gun, a bundle of 
belongings on a cart, and 
Catherine, a pretty, half-caste 
ulrlt who had been his mother’s 
servant, he set off north into 
Zulu country, 

_ Within two or three ycars— 
including a spell avhich he spent 
as Interpreter for a British 
Government border agent—John 
and Catherine were raising a 
family in a strip of wooded 
terrltory, unattractive to the 

Zulus. themselves, which 
Mpande, the Zulu king, had 
franted them. ” 

Mpande's Zulus felt theme 
selves to be quite different 
from the other blacic people of 
Africa—not unreasonably.

Tho full story of the at- 
tempt on the fe of Mr Wang 
Ching-wei, then President of 
the  Keecutive Yuan and 
Moreign Minister on Noven- 
ber 1 last year, was disclosed 
by Mr D. L. Strellett when 
he opened the case for the 
Crown against four men 
whose extradition is being 
sought by the Nantcing au- 
thorities, The case came be- 
fore Mr W. Schofield at Cen- 


tral Magtatracy. 


Mr Strellett declared that 
the plot waa originally hatch- 
conspirators worling 
together in Nanking, Shang- 
hai and Hongkong; and o 
news agency was formed pro- 
viding o cloak to their activi- 
tres, but really as a meane to 
approach their tntended vic- 
toms, Marshal Chiang Kat-shek 
and Mr Wang Ching-wet. 

One attempt had been 
frustrated owing to a change 
in the arrangements of the 
meeting of the conspirators 
and finaly the attempt on Mr 
Wang occurred, which ended 

tth the assassin, a reporter 
in the news agency, being 
killed and Mr Wang seriously 
wounded, The man who made 
kis attempt on Mr Wang's life 
had been given hia tnatruc- 
tions at a meeting of conspira- 
tors in Hongkong 

Mr P. H. Sin is appearing 
on behalf of the four fugi- 
tives, 

Mr Strellett alao reyeated 
that the assassination group 
plotted to kill Chiang  Kat- 
shel, 

On one occasion the reporter 
who shot at Wang came across 
Chiang Kai-shek unexpectedly 
but could not summon enough 
courage to kill him.
